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COPPER CENTS 


Do you know that there are 6 varieties of the Lincoln cent? And that some of 
them are in great demand and will, in all probability, become as rare as the 1856 
flying eagle cent? 

The first issue had the designer’s initials, V. D. B., on the reverse in small 
letters. Because of complaints the Treasury Department ordered the removal^ of 
the initials, but not before 27,995,000 cents were coined. Of the second variety (without ini¬ 
tials) there were 72,000,000 made. 

The first minor coin made in San Francisco was the Indian Head Cent. This was in 1908. 
It is distinguished by the small “S” on reverse beneath bow on wreath. In the following year, 
1909, the Frisco mint produced only 309,000 cents, which makes this date the scarcest of all 
the pennies issued within the last fifty years. 

San Francisco produced 484,000 of the Lincoln cents with initials and “S” under date. (See 
illustration.) This coin now retails for 25c. Later the initials were removed, thus producing 
two varieties with the “S.” 

That these cents will prove to be a good investment is evinced by the following note taken 
from a recently issued auction catalog; 

“Indian Head Cent, 1909. Brilliant proof. Very scarce. Record of $2 already for this 
cent, and the price will not decrease, as none of the dealers have a supply of them.”
